GERMANS SUSTAIN SEVERE NA- 
VAL LOSSES. 
LONDON, Sept., 29.— Twelve Brit- 
ish ships, with an aggrgeate tonnage 
of 59,331, had been snnk on the high 
seas by German cmisers up to Sep- 
tember 23, acoording to an Admiralty 
return issued this afternoon. Bight 
other British ships, whose tonnage 
aggregates 2,979, have been sunk by 
German mines in the North Sea, and 
twenty^four fishing craft, with a ton- 
cer of the German auxiliary cruiser 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Groose, this ves- 
sel was not sunk by the British 
cruiser, Hfgh Flyer, as was reported, 
but was blown up when her ammuni- 
tion was gone. Only a few of the 
crew was wounded. The officer says 
that the fire of the High Flyer was 
extremely pooi: .

DARDANELLES CLOSED TO SHIP- 
PING. 

LONDON, Sept. 29.— The Dardan- 
elles have been closed to navigation, 
according to a dispatch from Constan- 
tinople to Renter's. The dnraUon of 
the closure is not stated. 

ROME, Sept. 29.— It is reported in 
diplomatic circles here that Russia 
is prepared to declare war to Turkey, 
and that she will exact demoboliza- 
tion from the Ottoman Empire. 

Russians now here and in Switzer- 
land have been warned to return to 
Rassia before October 6, when the 
last Rasaian steaasar will saU for 
Odessa from Ganaa. This order was 
received prior to a report that the 
Dardanelles had been closed . 

The cmiser Goeben, it is announc- 
ed, has passed through the Bosporus 
and will join the Turkish fleet in the 
Black Sea. 

There is no doubt now that Italy 
is prepared to strike at short notice. 
The first line army of 450,000 men 
has been quietly mobilized and 
preparations made for the calling of 
1,000,000 reservists to the colors. 
The Italian fleet, too, is ready for res- 
vioe at any moment. All reports 
haTO agreed that Italian public opin- 
ioa woald welcome a declaration of 
war agpinat Austria in^me di at e ly. 

It is believed now that Italy is 
waiting for an exeose to eater the 
war. Almost any ofefl act woidd do. 
but Italy is said to feel that sha can- 
not enter the war with the avowed 
intention of attacking Austria liBiply 
to regain her provinces. 
CASUALTIES OF THE GERMANS. 

BERLIN, Sept. 29.— The to^al Ger- 
man casualties in dead, wounded and 
missing as officially reported to date 
are 104,589. The casualty list an- 
nounced Sunday adds a total of 10,527 
casualties to- tboae previously an- 
nou^^sed. * ' 

The total eaaoal^y list is made up 
a)i follows: Dead, 16,174; wounded, 
'<S,908; missteg, njm. 

According to a letter from an offi- 
man ships wjith an aggregate ton- 
nage of 283,000. fcetained or captured 
by the Allies. Fifteen ships with a 
tonnage of 247,000 were detained in 
American ports, while fourteen oth- 
ers, with a tonnage of 72»60a^rremaln 
in the Suez Canal. 

The German mines in the North 
Sea have also to their credit seven 
Scandinavian ships with a tonnage 
of 11,098. 

The return shows about 168 Ger- 
nag€| of 4.334, have been captured or 
sanS by the Qermans in the same wa-

If darlL glasses are 
worn it ahoold not 4e att the time ; 
but only when the eyes are 'exposed 
to the brightest light; eo that the* 
contrast between this and the feeble 
light may be diminished. Hare a 
good light on what you look at, but do 
not let the sourcQ of light shine di- 
rectly into your eyes. When light 
j hurts the eyes, in spite of care to 
I avoid strong conlrar:, it is likely 
that the eyes are strained, or irritated 
or infiamed, and the cause of the 
troublg should be sought out and re- 
moved. Persistent trouble of this 
kind generally has a persistent cause, 
like strain of the eyes; and it is use- 
less to treat i the eftect, while the 
cause continues to keep >up the 
tnwble.
